located and a review of the sales for 
the four days ending Friday shows 
that the average price paid this year 
is approximately 10 cents a pound 
more than the 1925 average. The 
price paid last week ranged from 20 
cents to 80 cents, with an average set 
at 24 cents. The average for the 1925 
season was 14.50 cents a pound and 
it can be readily seen why the Geor- 
gia tobacco grower is jubilant this 
year. 

A high price record for two years 
was set Friday when one lot of to- 
bacco sold at Thomasville for $1.08 
a pound, which not only broke the 
week’s record but broke the 1925 rec- 
ord, the highest price paid during the 
1925 season being $1.02 a pound. 

With the second week’s gales slated 
to open Monday, even higher prices 
are expected to be paid, as agricul- 
turists say the low grades or sand 
lugs—the leaves that sweep the ground 
and ripen first—were placed on sale 
last week and the quality is expected 
to improve this week. 

Sale of tobacco in Georgia is ex- 

pected to continue through August, 
and if the record of the first week's 
sales is upheld, the crop will yield 
upwards of 40,000,000 pounds and if 
the average price of 24 cents is main- 
tained the income will amount to from 
$10,000,000 to $12,000,000. 
: As tobacco in this state is a “cash 
crop” it will mean that the tobacco 
belt of Georgia which includes 60 
counties will receive a steady flow 
of money during August. 

The high quality of {tobacco this 
year is a source of gratification to 
buyers, it is said, who comment free- 
ly upon the improved quality of the 
weed placed on sale, 

While the average price ran around 
24 cents a pound, numbers of growers 
received upwards of 30 to 80 cents 
a pound for prize lots. In several in- 
stances last week farmers who grew 
a few hundred pounds of tobacco sold 
the lot for from 50 to 80 cents a 
pound. Growers also point out that 
the price paid for the bulk of the 


crop will undoubtedly have a high 
average.

Search Along Coast. 

Some time ago a systematic search 
was made along the coast to find 
whether any of the unidentified bodies 
bore a resemblance to Kitchener. Suf- 
ficient evidence was forthcoming to 
show that such a body had been dis- 
covered by a fisherman who had tak- 
en part of the ¢lothing and hung it 
in his hut. With these things in mind 
I set out for Norway, taking with me 
the coffin made by the government for

_ Upon my arrival I began by mak- 
ing a prolonged investigation of all 
cemeteries where bodies recovered 
from the sea had been  buried—at 
Farsund, Crajero, Fedje and else- 
where. After a careful search I at} 
last discovered the grave to which } 
local statements and other evidence 
pointed as that of Kitchener. In the 
quest I received invaluable assistance 
from two of the men who found the 
body and gave it temporary burial be- 
neath the stones of the shore, whence 
it was afterwards transferred in a 
wooden casket to the cemetery. 

These men have signed their names 
to statements for me. The grave ‘had 
neither cross nor stone to mark it. 
The substance of the long conversa- 
tion which I held with the men, L. 
Johansen and “H. Iversen, was that 
during the war they had occasionally 
found bodies which had been washed 
up on the shore on southwes¢ern Nor- 
way, near the villages of Farsund, 
Kgersund and Hidra. South of Eger- 
sund they found the body of a man 
lying With his head toward the sea 
and his legs up toward the cliffs. 

He was a tall man, terribly bruised 
about the head and horrible to look 
upon. His uniform was much torn 
and Jghansen, who saved a piece of 
it, sai that it was that of a very 
high officer. Johansen also saved a 
ribbon but had thrown them ‘away be- 
fore I went to Norway. Within a 
few yards of the spot where this body 
was found, was found the remains of 
a British Sailor from the Hampshire 
as is officially acknowledged on the 
sailor’s tombstone.

Identification Marks

By Electricity 


Chicago, August 7.—(?)—The 
world’s foremost railroad center to- 
day welcomed electricity as a hand- 
maid of steam transportation. 

The Illinois Central railroad put 
into operation over its 38 miles of 
suburban lines a schedule calling for 
230 electric trains a day, supplanting 
trains drawn by coal-burning engines. 
This number will be. increased by 
August 31 to 400 trains a day, 


In compliment to the occasion all 
Chicago celebrated with pageant pa-

New schedules made possible by 
electric service reduce running time 
15 to 30 per cent on the suburban 
lines. But the city found its greatest 
elation in the tangible symbol of an 
electric era in railroad terminal ope- 
ration here, and in elimination of 
smoke and noise which have made 
Chicago’s lake front a grimy beldam 
since before the civil war. 

The Illinois Central is the first 
road to apply electricity to its met- 
ropolitan service, and electrification 
of its suburban routes is the first step 
in a program, which by 1940 will have 
replaced steam with electricity in the 
entire freight and passenger service 
in the Chicago terminal district.

Marbles Played 2,000 Years 


:: BOY SKELETON AND MARBLES FOUND IN MOUND | :: 


Ago, Skeleton Find Reveals 


Chillicothe, Ohio, August 7.—()— 
The skeleton of an 11 or 12-year-old 
boy ‘with a number of marbles, highly 
prized relics of childhood, were re- 
moved from the Pricer mound of the 
Seip group near Bainbridge, 18 miles 
west of here. 

This is the second of a group of 
burials back in the mound where last 


4 year the “great pearl burial” was un- 


earthed: and where this summer five 
cremated burials with the usual finds 
of a set of black, tan and white wiid- 
cat jaws and marine tortoise-shell 
combs were found. 

The boy’s body had been interred in 
a log cabin-like structure and was cov- 
ered with a canopy, the mould of 
which was found. The body had been 
clothed in a garment of woven fabric. 
The grave contained many unusual 


[ ceremonials specimens, H. 8. Shetrone, 


curator of the Ohio museum, said. 
“We found a number made from 
chlorite, a fine, close-grained stone 


in beautiful designs. They had been 
placed there reverently by loving 
hands,”’ he reported. 

“We believe that the game of mar- 
bles was a time-honored pastime even 
in the days of the mound builders. 
These little fellows probably lived 
more than 2,000 years ago,” he con- 
tinued, for the first time hinting at 
his idea of the age of the mounds. 

Besides the marbles unusual finds, 
believed unsurpassed in the records of 
mound archeology, included a stone 
carved in the shape of a turkey vul- 
ture carefully ent down to the feather 
markings; another stone carved like a 
lizard with a tail resembling the rat- 
tles of a rattlesnake: beads, - green 
chloride resembling torquoise; many 
well-cut mica designs, teeth of rac- 
coon, fox, wolf, mountain lion, 
and other wild animals that roamed 
the forest, pierced so that they could 
be strung and worn as ornaments;

OF ARMY LIVES HERE

Atlanta newspapermen have been 
so everlastingly busy the past few 


days with their own golf tournament 
in West End that they have missed 
just about the biggest golfing story 
that has “broken” in the city since 
Bobby Jones draped Old Glory over 
the championship cup of’ the kingdom 
of Great Britain and its dominions 
and then copped the American open 
crown.

RESTRICTIONS ON 
RUBBER ABANDONED 


The proposed new rubber restric- 
tion policy, which was to have be- 
come. effective August 1, according to 

lans promulgated by the British, was 
orced to be abandoned and, comment- 
ing on this situation today, Harvey 
S. Firestone of the Firestone Tire and 
Rubber company, said: 

“Activities of American rubber man- 
ufacturers have prevented the British 
from applying their new 20 per cent 
restriction program, announced April 
26, setting the minimum price of rub- 
ber at 42 cents, as compared to the 
minimum price set in November, 1922, 


-of 25 cents a pound, or 17 cents per 


pound higher. 

“If this restriction had been car- 
ried into effect it would have meant 
an additional fixed charge against 
American automobilists of approxi- 
mately $136.000,000 a year. 

“Soon after this policy was an- 
nounced, setting the minimum price 
at 42 cents, rubber dropped to this 
figure and during the entire month of 
July sold around 42 cents. The last 
sale at 3 o’clock was the official sale 
and set the price for the day. 

“American manufacturers were ac- 
tive and bought rubber at prices neces- 
sary to prevent this per cent re- 
striction for the next three months 
period. 

“The last sale, made at 12 o’clock 
today, the official closing time, due to 
this being an English holiday, was 
made at 201-8 pence, or 404 cents. 
If this sale had been made under 20 
pence, or around 39 centa, the 20 per 
cent restriction program would have 
been effective during August, Septem- 
ber and October. mmediately after 
this sale was made the New York 
market dropped two cents for August 
a¢livery.

Dr. Dabney Attacks Dry Law 


On Constitutional Grounds 


Va., August 7.— 
(Special.)—Dr. Richard Heath Dab- 
ney, professor of Nistory of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia at Charlottesville, 
has written a bitter indietment against 
the eighteenth constitutional amend- 
ment and against the Volstead law, 
which he gives to the press of the 


country. | 
Referring to the federal constitu- 


tion, he says: \ 
“States are prohibited from doing 


certain things, but private individuals 
are prohibited from doing nothing 
whatsoever except committing treason 
against the United States.” 

He holds that neither single states 
nor the United States have any legal 
powers other than those granted in 
their respective constitutions. 

Continuing, he says that the tenth 
amendment “holds that the powers not 
delegated to the United States by the 
constitution, nor prohibited by it to 
the states, are reserved to the states 
respectively or to the people.” | 

Dr. Dabney continues: “Notice the 
word ‘reserved.’ Neither state nor in- 
dividual can ‘reserve’ what is not al- 
ready possessed, but there came a time 
when political poltroons in congress 
and the state legislatures trembling 
before the august power of the Anti- 
Saloon league ignored the reserved 
rights of the states and the people and 
passed the eighteenth am@ndment.” 

Appeals Supreme Court. 

Concluding, Dr. Dabney says: 

“It is a delusion to suppose that 
all opponents of the eighteenth 
amendment are mere boozers who de- 
sire cheaper beer or whisky. Among 
them are many who are temperate and 
some who are total abstainers from 
alcoholic beverages, but who vehe- 
mently resent the unconstitutional in- 
terference with their personal liberty 
under the guise of a constitutional 
amendment. There are many who 
core easily do without aleohol for the 
rest of their lives, but who are in- 
dignant and alarmed at the threaten- 
ed. destruction of the federal feature 
of our government. That feature is 
the greatest contribution of — the 


American people to the art of gor- 


ernment. It enables a yast country 
to maintain unity amid diversity, to 
present a united front to foreign foes, 
while preserving local differences and 
individual freedom. ‘The federal prin- 
ciple was, of course, not invented in 
America. It was tried in several 
Greek confederacies, in Switzerland, 
in the Dutch republic, in the North 
German confederacy and in the Ger- 
man empire. But its most conspicu- 
ous success on the greatest scale has 
been achieved in the United States: 
and this American success has led to 
its imitation in Canada, Australia. 
Africa and the British com- 
monwealth of nations, Yet now it is 
in danger of withering and dying in

the United States, its real home. The

and the tenth amendment declares 
that powers not delegated by the peo- 
ple are reserved to them. 
the power of amendment is unlimited 
is to say that the bill of rights is a 
scrap of paper, that liberty is but a 
name, that the government is master 
of the people instead of their servant, 
that the creature is above the creator. 

“May we not hope, therefore, that, 
if a test case be bronght before the 
supreme court, that august body will 
declare the eighteenth amendment 
null and void? Until it does become

One of the worst enemies of’ the 
engine of an automobile is crankcase 
dilution. Dilution robs oil of its lubri- 
cating properties and wears out and 
sometimes burns out the bearings. 

The chief cause of dilution is caused 
by raw gasoline slipping past the pis- | 
tons and rings when warming up on 
a cold morning. This gasoline goes 
into the crankcase and dilutes the oil. 
However, when the engine warms up 
it becomes a vapor which may be seen 
rising from the breather tube. 

To safeguard the Pierce-Arrow se- 
ries 80 engine from the harmful effects 
of oil dilution, in addition to the win- 
ter front and thermostatic control of 
water temperatgre, a novel device has 
been placed on the left side of the 
engine, | 

This device consists simply of a 
flexible tube connected to the air in- 
take portion of the carburetor and to 
the cover over the valve lifters, This 
sucks the vapors from the warm oil 
into the carburetor where they are 
passed off into the exhaust, safeguard- 
ing against dilution and preventing 
unpleasant odors that arise from the 
ordinary breather. 

This device is much more efficient 
than the ordinary breather pipe, be- 
cause of the steady suction.

Tentative plans for establishment, 
of the large memorial park to be lo- 
cated on the present site of the Peach- 
tree creak disposal plant are expected 
to take definite shape at the first 
meeting of the special park commit- 
tee appointed by Mayor Walter A. 
Sims, which will take place at 1 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon at 119 
Piedmont hotel. The meeting was 
called by former Senator Hoke Smith, 
chairman, and will take the form of 
a luncheon. 

Other members of the committee 
are Mrs. June Courtney and Eugene 
V. Haynes, citizen members; Council- 
men John A. White and Charlie 
Chosewood, of the city park board, 
and Edwin F. Johnson and Captain 
George M. Hope, of the Fulton county 
commission. 

This committee was named by the 
mayor in accordance with an ordin- 
ance passed unanimously Monday by 
city council, and which. also incor- 
porated a provision for the establish- 
ment of a golf course to be named in 
honor of Bobby Jones. 

The new memorial park was first 
suggested .by Henderson Hallman, 
secretary of the Atlanta bond com- 
mission and chairman of the sewer 
contact committee of that body, which 
will map out a program of expendi- 
ture of the $2,000,000 allocation for 
sewers contained in the $8,000,000 
bond issue. It has been approved 
by high city and county officials and 
has received indorsements of civic and 
patriotic organizations. 

The proposal includes movement of 
the disposal plant from the Peach- 
tree site and combining it and the 
Proctor creek plant in a mammoth 
unit on the banks of the Chattahoo- 
chee river.

BOATWRlGnT FACS 
TRIAL AT WASHINGTON 


Washington, Ga., August 7.—(Spe- 
cial.) —A new trial 3 Hg been grant- 
ed him on the grounds that Judge C. 
J. Perryman did not properly charge 
the jury which found him guilty uf 
murder last November, Robert Boat- 
wright, 25, will go on trial for his life 
agnin here Monday morning charged 
with the murder of Barnery Lunce- 
ford, his sweetheart’s brother, on the 
night of August 29, 1925. 

In preparation fer the trial, in 
which keener interest has been mani- 
fested than any murder trial in the 
history of Wilkes county, Judge Perry- 
man on Wednesday drew 144 traverse 
jurors, 

Due to the prominence of the prin- 
cipals of ethe tragedy, which occurred 
at Rayle, 12 miles west of Washing- 
ton, at a prom party in honor of the 
young college set on the eve of their 
departure, Wilkes county courthouse 
could not accommodate the crowds 
who weré eager to hear every bit of 
evidence as it was unfolded with dra- 
matic interest at the first trial. 

On the night of August 29 last, at 
a prom party at the home of Joel L. 
Lunceford at Rayle, Robert Boat- 
wright was “sitting out” one of the 
proms with Miss Alliene Lunceford, to 
whom, it is alieged, he was engaged to 
be married. Barney Lunceford went 
to the car and requested his sister to 
come in the house. 

When Barney Lunceford made this 
demand upon his sister an altercation 
between Robert Boatwright and Bar- 
ney Lunceford ensued and resulted in 
LLunceford being shot by Boatwright 
several times, and from the effects of 
his wounds Lunceford died a few 
hours later at a local hospital. 

Loatwright was arrested on the spot 

by Deputy Sheriff Horace Lunceford, 
another brother of Miss Alliene Lunce- 
ford, and lodged in Wilkes county jail 
that night. He claimed that he had 
shot in self-defense, as Barney Lunce- 
ford was coming.upon him with ar 
open knife in his hand when he pulled 
his pistol and fired the fatal shot. 
-_ Miss Alliene Lunceford, it was claim 
éd, corroborated: the statement dboul 
the knife immediately after her lover 
had killed her brother before her eyes, 
but at the trial a few weeks later Miss 
I,unceford stated when placed on the 
stand that she “lied about Barney hay- 
ing a knife in order to shield Bob.” 

It was a dramatic moment when the 
pretty young girl of 19 years turned 
against her lover, recanting her first 
Statement in which she claimed that 
Robert Boatwright was justified. “I 
lied then to-save Bob,” she sobbed on 
the stand, “but since all this has oc- 
curred I have learned that Bob was 
engaged to my sister, Lois, at the 
Same time he was engaged to me, and 
now I am through with him. Barney 
did not try to cut him. This is the 
truth.” -

Owners of property worth $10,- 
000,000 at a minimum, with an as-

buildings of Atlanta and Fulton and 
DeKalb counties, according to statis- 
tices compiled and announced Satur- 
day by J. H. Pappa, acting executive 
secretary for the organization.

The association experienced 
a phenomenal growth from the very 
start, which has been continued up 
to date, bringing to the organization 
more than 90 prominent real 
estate owners. ‘The outstanding fea- 
ture of the association is that it func- 
tions as a mutual exchange of infor- 
mation between owners of apartment 
houses, enabling them to cope with

= One of the first essentials in an ideal home life is unity. Unity of 
purpose and act as far as the child is concerned. A child is readily con- 
fused by differences. When one parent says one thing is right and the 
other says it is unimportant, what shall determine his conduct? 

Unity of action and thought regarding children is not easy to achieve 
and yet is very much worth while. . 

~ ‘One woman, from a large family, said that she could not recall a 
single disagreement between her father and mother, As the father and 
mother were each vigorous, independent thinkers this was the more re- 
markable. But their united action gave an impression of strength, of 
rightness to every command. 

The chief causes of delinquency, as juvenile workers will tell you, 
are disrupted homes. Yet how easily, for what trifling causes is this 
done. A lawyer in New York city; to whom women are constantly ap- 
pealing for divorces, says that they will ask divorce for the most trifling 
cause. Because a man sips his coffee, or chews with his mouth open, 
or leaves his clothes lying about or for other equally trivial excuses. 
Annoying, possibly, but surely not serious enough to mar and scar a 
child’s soul for life. Parents should forget differences and for the child’s 
sake, if for no other, establish harmony. | 

Another essential element in home life is sincerity. We should 
live the things we say, and say the things we live. How can a child’s 
moral nature. prosper when we demand one standard of him and live 
quite another one ourselves? Mothers sometimes think they can drink 
and smoke and live untrue lives and that their children will still regard 
them as above reproach. It cannot be done. For the sake of the little 
children we must live truly and sincerely. 

We have time but for one other element that goes into the making 
of-2 good home.

Million Dollar Fund 
Is Goal of Board. 


Reginning with the September club 
year a campaign will be launched by 
the General Federation of Wome .’s 
Clubs to raise a $1,000,000 founda- 
tion fund, interest from which will 
be used to finance the spotlighted 
work of the department of the Ameri- 
man home, and the seven other depart- 
ments made subservient to this, _ 

Decision to raise such a fqundation 
and to have it administer by a 
permanent board of trusttes was 
renehed by the executive committee of 
the general federation at a post- 
biennial meeting, after the board of 
directors and Atlantic City biennial 
convention had both approved such a 
project. 

One of Eight Recommendations, 

Approval was given in a resolution 
adopting the report of Mrs. John D.. 
Sherman, president of the gener] 
federation, in which she made -eight 
recommendations, one of which was 
to create the foundation. The biennial 
program stressed the American home 
department throughout its two weeks’ 
sessions and promised.for the 1928 
biennial, which will be held in San 
Antonio, Texas, announcement of re- 
sults of a national American home 
survey, started by Mrs. Sherman, and 
now being carried on in covuperation 
with government agencies at a cost 
of more than $30,000 contributed 
funds.

“Dues from club members to the 
gencral federation are Only 10 cents 
a year.”

much needed United Stater census of | 
illiterates. 

“The government board of education | 
honored the federation by inviting it 
to take the census. It is a gigantic | 
task. Until we have our finances bet- | 
ter organized we cannot hope for cor- | 
tributions from cooperating agencies | 
for such work.” 

There are a number of such agen- ; 
cies from which it may be able to’ 
get assistance. 

At the Atlanta, Ga., council in 1923 
offer was made by a representative 
from the Laura Spellman foundation 
to assist the general federation to 
raise a $5,000, fund. A comrnit- 
tee composed of Lessie Stringfellow 
Read, Fayetteville, Ark.; Mrs. John 
B. Hamme, York, Pa., and Mrs. A. 
B. Proal, Nutley, N. J.. was named to 
meet with the foundation director in 
New York to investigate the plan with 
the result that the committe reported 
favorably to the board the following 
January. The board however at that 
time decided such a large fund was 
not needed and failed to act upon the

County Library. 
A county library is a free publie 


lending library maintained by the 
county, with books and magazines for 
everybody in the county, managed by 
experienced librarians whose knowi- 
edge of books is at the service of 
those desiring to use it. 

Somewhere in every county there 
are families living off the main road, 
back in the hills or on the lonely 
prairie, and in many of these homes 
books are almost unknown. 

The boys and girls in these familiés 
ire growing up as American citizens. 
Their education is a matter of public 
coucern. But they are not adequately 
provided for until they ean have ac- 
cess to good books, so that their edu- 
cation may be broad. and so that it 
may continue after school days are 
ae 

xe county library is designed ¢ 
meet the needs of these boys a olitle 
and of their fathers and mothers. It 
meets the needs of all residents, wheth- 
er they live in town o- country. It 
adapts to the county a sytem which 
already exists in most large cities. 

Sometimes a book truck makes regu- 
lar a over the county taking a 
big collection of hooks to the door 
of the farmers, tus making possible 
the selection of books most desired. 

How Is It 8 ? 

The county library is usually sup- 
ported by a small tax, sometimes by 
an appropriation from general funds. 

It is less expensive than the main- 
tenance of separate libraries in each 
town, It is more satisfactory because 
more books may be had at I-:2 cost. 
and hecause it serves people outside of 
the towns. 

Usually it is possible for towns and 
cities having tax-supported libraries 
to continue th<ir independent libraries, 
in which case they are not taxed for 
the. county library system.

stricted under the Stevenson act. 

America consumes two-thirds of 
the world’s rubber supply, there- 
fore it is obvious that with output 
restriction inviolate in the British 
colonies, which produce the bulk of 
the world supply, the law of sup- 
ply and demand is‘ outwitted, 
whether Great Britain. wants to. call 
it “moncpoly,”.or something less 
Suggestive of restraint in. trade. 

It is this situation which is turn- 
ing the eyes of the American tire 
nmtanufacturers toward the Philip- 
pines. It ¢an bring no immediate 
relief—for it takes a rubber tree 
seven to ten years to produce after 
it is planted.

If. the negro pays his .poll and 
property taxes and registers, he is 
qualified to vote in the general elec- 
tions just as are white citizens who 
must meet the same conditions. 

Thousands of them do vote in 
Georgia and in other southern 
states. Those who do not vote have 
only themselves’ to blame. Less 
than 50 per cent of the qualified 
white vote exercises the ballot 
franchise. 

The negro citizen enjoys every 
governmental service to the same 
extent as the white citizen. He has 
the same protection under our sys- 
tem of government as the white citi- 
zen. Before the bar of justice there 
is no color line. The laws are 
made and enforced without racial 
considerations. 

The whole specious argument as 
to so-called negro disfranchisement 
in the south, whether made in the 
press or on the floor of congress,

I am traveling with a unique group 
upon a unique mission, to three Huro- 
pean nations. The company coi 

prises almost ev- 
ery phase of Amer- 
ican thought, so- 
cially, politically 
and i religiously. 
Beginning bac k- 
wards, we have 
about 40 members 
of all creeds, and 
none. There are 
about the same 
number of educa- 
tors, from kinder- 
garteners to uni- 
versity presidents. 
We have Y. M. 
C. A. and Y. W. 
©. A. secretaries, 
business men and 
publishers. There 
are lawyers and 
missionaries, but only one physician 
and one trained nurse to look after 
the wounded, in case our many deli- 
cious arguments should ever pass from 
word to works. 

With the vast variety of opinions, 
sympathies and general attitudes 
represented, there is one unifying pur- 
pose which makes us an entity, and 


a mission. We are all sincerely anx- 
jous to make a sympathetic study of 
the British; French and German peo- 
ples, and their relations to world con- 
ditions. This group has no propa- 
ganda whatsoever to proclaim, either 
in Europe or America, but we do 
want to understand our neighbors 
across the seas, and on our return 
try to sympathetically interpret them 
to ous own people. We like to think 
a this is a pilgrimage of good- 
will, . 
Sherwood Eddy, one of our national 
Y.:M. C. A. secretaries, is the remark- 
able personality who has gathered 


this group together, and, who has, 
with magic power, arranged for us to 
meet in conference with the most out- 
standing personalities in Murope. 
While I shall hope to give my read- 
er; from time to time my own fre- 
actions and interpretations of these 
conferences, of course I shall not 
quote from any speaker by name, 
since they have all spoken to us with 
the frankness of private conversation. 

In Paris we mét each morning in 
the ancient College de France, ad- 
joining and:closely allied with, but 
corporately separate from, the Sar- 

une.” One could not but remember 
the roll call of the mighty one’s from 
Dante to Bergson, who have lectured 
here. For ten days we had the priv- 
ilege of learning France of yesterday 
and today, in the opened minds and 
-hearts of those who are helping to 
peor her burdens and solve her prob- 
ems. . 


* I can barely indicate in this letter 


a few of these people, and their sig- 
nificance. Mefore any of the French- 
men comes Dr. Earl B. Babcock, as- 


sociate director, and European repre- 
sentative of the Carnegie foundation, 
who has long been a _ resident of 
France, spoke on French life and 
Characteristics, as they appeal to a 
sympathetic American scholar. Achile 
Fould, a member of the chamber of 
deputies, whose grandmother lived in 
New Orleans, tried to give us an un- 
derstanding of the terribly tangled 
political puzzle, which up to the hour 
I am writing, threatens to choke the 
French republic. 


A really dramatic moment came 
when Professor Gaston Jeze, one of 
the four experts commissioned by the 
government to prepare and teport a 
financial plan for saving the frane, 


and rescuing the nation, came to talk 
with us. He had just handed his re- 
port to Caillaux, the minister of fi- 
nance. That report has been the 
storm center of the polifical sea ever 


since, and probably will continue to 


be when these lines are read. 

We have had Mare Songvear, presi- 
dent of the international -congress for 
peace, to tell his fascinating story. 
Then Andre Ripert, perhaps the great- 


est of French economists, dissected 
with the calm skill of a surgeon the 
tangled elements which complicate the 
European situation today. But per- 
haps Madam Puesh, the vice presi- 
dent of the French Federation of Uni- 
versity Women, was the most fasci- 
nating of all, in her sympathetic and 
revealing picture of the women of 
France in these days which ‘try the 
souls of women, as well as men. 


I am only trying to suggest the 
privilege which has been ours. With 
each of these speakers theré was the 
opportunity for the frankest and most 


searching question. How eager they 
were to answer, and how anxious to 
have us understand. If the preacher's 
tale must have a moral, here it is. 
There can be no friendship, either be- 
tween individuals or nations, wntil 
each does understand. the other. But 
no one can tell another’s story as 
well as he can himself, ; 


Yes! Our afternoons and evenings 
hay: been free. Don’t be afraid! I 
am not going to tell the old tale of the 
tourists. Each of us has suffered 


from friends just home with eestasies 
and kodaks. But can’t help recording 
the fact that we spent one evening in 
the Louvre, and another in the Lux- 
embourg, with that. great American 
sculptor, and charming companion, 
Larado Taft. Then there was 
never-to-be-forgotten Sunday when Mr. 
Taft led a small group of us through 
the cathedral of Chartres. But you 
have your guide books, and I shall be 
merciful and stop.

He who puts his money in 
a bank must be protected at all haz- 
ards. Whether this can best be ob- 
tained by a government guarahty of 
deposits, or by rigid national govern- 
ment control, I do.not know. But I 
do kpow that the wholesale losses the 
depositor has sustained in Georgia in 
the past few years-is inexeusable and 
the full power of the government 
should bé applied to making a recur-

Proposes Insurance 
As Safe Guarantee 

Editor Constitution: If we had 
laws requiring all state banks and 
trust companies operating in Georgia 
to guarantee all deposits of any bank 
under state jurisdiction, bank runs 
and consequent failures, with total 
loss to a large number of depositors, 
would not occur. 

Under this plan each bank would 
be required to deposit with the state 
banking board a sum equal to 1 per 
cent of their capital and surplus to 
form a fund under state supervision 
to cover this guarantee. 

With some euch plan in operation 
bank runs would not occur, because 
depositors would know that they 
would receive 100 per cent, regardless 
of the condition of the bank with 
which they did business. 

Such a plan mo doubt appears un- 
fair to. the banks, in that each and 
every bank is liable for every other 
bank’s mistakes, and would no doubt 
meet with considerable’ opposition. 

However; the existing laws could 
be amended to read 15 per cent, in- 
stead of 25 per cent, as it is now. 


This would give the banks 10 per cent 
more money to loan, which should 
more than compensate them.

Ron on a Business Basis.

witnesses and juries, and the techni- 

machinery for appellate review. It 
will perhaps be profitable to take up 
each of these features and glange at 
the way in which England has deali 
with the problems involved. 


Neo Technical Rules on Pleading. 


There are practically no technical 
rules left in the subject of pleading. 


All persons may join as plaintiffs in | 


whom any right to relief is alleged to 
exist, whether jointly, severally or in 
the alternative, subject to the right of 
the court to order separate trials for 
one or more of them if deemed ex- 
pedient (Order 16. Rule 1). The same 

om of rejoinder is allowed in the 
case of defendants, subject tv the 
same right to order separate trials 
(Order 16, Rules 4,5). 

If an action is brought in the name 
of the wrong plaintiff, the right party 
may be substituted by leave of court 
(Order 16, Rule 12). Neo action can 
be defeated by reason of misjoinder or 
nonjoinder of parties, but the court 
may deal with those before it as shall 
be just and may nog parties or add 
them at any stage of the proceedings 
{Order 16, Rules 4, 5). : 

if a defendant claims contributions 
or indemnity over against any third 
person not a party to the action, he 
may have such third-party brought in 
so as to obtain a judgment over 
against him without a separate action. 
(Order 16, Rules 48-55.) In case of 
the death, marriage or bankruptcy of 
any party, or the happening of any 
other event causing a change of trans- 
mission f1 interest or liability, the 
proper party may’ be substituted or 
added and the action shall not abate 
(order 17). — 


Pleadings Are Simplfied. 


_The pleadings themselves are de- 
signed merely to give sufficient no- 
tice, and no technical objections can 
be raised to any pleading on the 
ground of want of form (order 19, 
rule 26). The court has prepared a 
large number of very short and sim- 
ple forms to be used as models, and 
‘the lawyers are charged with costs if 
their pleadings are more prolix than 
the official forms (order 19, rule 1). 
There are no demurrers, but further 
and better pleadings may be ordered 
at any time (order 19, rule 7). Prac- 
tically all causes of action may be 
joined, subject to the right of the 
eourt to order separate trials (order 
18, rule 1), and any matters may be 
set up as counter claims, even though 
they involve the bringing in of addi- 
tional parties, subject to the same 
right of separation for trial (order 21, 
rules 10-12). Amendments may al- 
lowed of any kind, at any time, on 
order of the court. 

Pleading under these rules has cer- 
tainly lost its terrors, aad it is hard 
to see how the merits of a case could 
ever be jeopardized by errors of the 
~ pleader. Indeed, the subject has be- 
; me so simple and is treated so sen- 
_ . Stbly that during the 23 years from 
1898 to 1920 Mews English Digest 
shows only 85 cases in the English 
reports dealing with the field of plead- 
ing and parties.

org that the vlaintiff has a debt and 
not a controvert im, and @ means 
for getting an immediate judgment 
without the expense and delay of @ 
trial. 

The creditor issues a summons with 
a description of the debt indorsed upon 
it, files an affidavit of the truth of his 
claim and of his belief that there is 
no defense, and upon that showing, 
without pleadings and without the aid 
of counsel, he may bring the debtor 
before a high court master on four 
days’ notice to show cause why a sum- 
mary judgment should not be forth- 
with rendered against him. 

The burden is thus placed upon the 
debtor to satisfy the master, by con- 
vineing proofs, that he ought to be 

iven the right to litigate the claim. 
No formal gesture, such as an affida- 
vit of merits so often provided for in 
our summary judgment acts, will suf- 
fice. The masters want solid assur- 
ances, and sham defenses are ruth- 
lessly rejected. Under, the skillful 
hands of the masters these cases are 
disposed of very rapidly, five or ten 
minutes being usually enough. Very 
large judgments, running into thou- 
sands, or even millions of dollars, are 
constantly being rendered in this sum- 
mary way. 

Summary Judgments Relieve Dockets. 


The immense value of the practice is 
indicated by its wide use. In the year 
1923, for example, there were 6,773 
summary judgments rendered by the 
masters of the King’s Bench division, 
as compared with 1,546 judgments en- 
tered by the judges after trial of is- 
sues. That means that by this device 
the trial dockets were relieved of 80 
per cent of the cases which would 
otherwise have come before the courts 
for formal trial, and that claimants in 
all those cases got their judgments in 
as many days as it would have re- 
quired months through ordinary liti- 
gation in the courts. — 


Two American jurisdictions have 
adopted the English summary judg- 
ment practice. New Jersey did so in 
1912, when it completely revised its 
procedure in accordance with the Eng- 
lish rules. New York did so in 1921. 
Perhaps because it was only one item 
in a large progr@m of procedural re- 
form, the constitutionality of the sum- 
mary judgment statute was not se- 
riously assailed in New Jersey, but in

English System Growing in New York 

The practice is being employed with 
rapidly increasing frequency in New 
York. It went into effect October 1, 
1921. In Manhattan county, 11 mo- 
tions for summary judgments were 
made during the remainder of that 
year; in 1922 there were 174 such 
motions: in 1923 there were 447, and 
in the year 1925 about 700 (49 Am. 
Bar Assn. Rep. 558.] 

Every state in this country urgently 
needs a device like the English sum- 
mary judgment rule, to avoid the 
fraudulent delays by which justice is 
denied to those who only ask for what 
is admitted to be their due. In a land 
where time-saving methods are as 
highly valued as in the United States 
the lack of an adequate means for the 
prompt collection of debts through ju- 
dicial process is an inexcusable defect. 


Declaration of Legal Rights. 


The other class of cases which the 


English segregate for special treat- 
ment, consists of application for decla- 
ration of legal rights. without demand 
for other relief. They usually pre- 
sent limited issues, ofter largely of 
law which can be disposed of in much 
less time than cases brought in the 
ordinary way. Most of these cases 
ask for the construction of deeds, 
wills, contracts or other written in- 
struments, statutes or, governmental 
orders. 7 

The practice enables parties to bring 
questions before the court for de- 
termination at an early period in the 
eontroversy, when few complications 
have risen, and when the adjudication 
of a simple issue of construction may 
save parties from doing acts and com- 
mitting themselves te courses of con- 
duct which may afterwards be very 
difficult,to deal with.

WANTS UNIFORMITY 
IN’ MOTORIST TAXES 


— 


One of the reasons why the car own- 
ers of the country are so heavily bur- 
dened with a diversity of taxes is the 
absence of a uniform nation-wide rrin- 
ciple to govern the incident of motor 
vehicle taxation, according to a state- 
ment by Oscar r Haywood, secretary 
of The Atlanta Motor club. 

Three definite objects must be ful- 
filled, Mr. Raymond declared, before 
the motorist is assured of protection 
against constant and recurring efforts 
to fill the Community Chest at his 
expense. These objectives are: First, 
there must be a general understanding 
as to what body shall be the special 
taxing agency, as far as the automo 
bile is “eoncerned. 

Second, special taxation must be 
based on. well-defined equitable prin- 
ciples in order to assure that the mo- 
torist will not pay more than his. fair 
share, for public improvements and for 
what special benefits he receives, 

Third, in order to make certain that 
car owners get the benefits due them 
from special taxes, there must be na- 


decision will almost amount to an 
amicable adjustment under the ad- 
vice of the court. 

The service rendered by the courts 
under the declaratory judgment prac- 
tice is quite analogous to that ren; 
dered by modern hospitals which diag- 
nose and*treat diseases in their incip- 
ient stages and thereby prevent -the 
development of more dangerous con- 
ditions. 

Practice Speeds Up Court Work. 

So useful and . effective has this 
practice become in England that sev- 
eral judges of the high court are fre- 
quently engaged simultaneously in 
making declarations of rights, and the 
size of the dockets which they dispose 
of is eloquent testimony of the speed 
with which the work can be done. 

The theory of the declaratory judg- 


jment is strictly in accord with our 


modern conceptions of the function 
of a civilized state. In early times the 
basis: of jurisdiction was the constant 
assertion of physical power over the 


parties to the action, but as civiliza-| woog 


tion advances the’ mere existence 
such power tends to make its exercise 
less and less essential. ; 

If our civilization is. not a sham, 
and ‘the state is understood to be 
equal to the task of enforcing the de- 
ctees of its courts, a mere declaration

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tion-wide understanding a< to what 
use shal] be made of class levies on the 
motorist. 

_A -suggestio made by the motor ve- 
hicle conference committee was that 
monies raised by taxes on motorists 
should be applied only to the con- 
struction, maintenance and improve 
ment of highways. This is a sound 
principle, but in many states has been 
scrapped in actual practice, 

However, because of the difference 
in road needs in various parts of the 
country, it is to be expected that spe- 
cial taxes will be heavier in some 
states than others. This is all the 
more reason why the motorist should 
have it definitely decided as to who 
shall impose the-special taxes upon 
him, what these shall be and how they 
are spent. If we succeed in elarify- 
ing the situation along these lines. the 
tax problems of America’s 20,000, 
motor vehicles will be considerably 
simplified.

life may be saved is by immediate 
operation. While this peril is com- 
paratively remote compared with the 
great frequency of hernia, it is never- 
theless, a peril in every case of 
rupture. 

Any child six years of age with 
hernia should have the benefit of 
operation. It is often advisable to 
operate on a child only a year old. 

he earlier the operation is done the 
more satisfactory the general result 
will be, as a rule. 

No adolescent or adult should con- 
sent to worry through life with a her- 
nia if there is no absolute bar to o 
eration. Just how lafe in life the 
radical operation should be resorted to 
is a question hard to answer, though 
generally the operation is advisable 
at any age up to 50. 

The operation is not a sure cure. 
Much depends on the healing process. 
Jf this is normal, with no infection 
or other complication, the cure is as 
sured. ‘Ordinarily, a patient is kept 
at rest about three weeks for the 
hernia operation.

Who had sent this fiendish gift? 


Suspicion fastened upon Asa Bartlett, 
member of the Ku Klux Klan and 
Krubaech’s political rival. Justice 
worked swiftly, piled up the evidence, 
forced Bartlett to confess and, as an 
angry crowd cried for his head, sen- 
tenced him to life. 

Asa Bartlett followed the ways of

In time Three Lakes’ tavern came 
to be the popular meeting place of the 
Blue Lake citizens.’ With Krubaech 
they talked over the affairs of the 
county and discussed the needs of 
Blue Lake. Thus the hotel developed 
into a political forum, with the hotel 
owner acting as a sort of speaker of 


the house. 
In the Race. 

About four years ago the question 
of a candidate for supervisor came 
up among the residents and they put 
the matter before Krubaech. He de- 
murred. He had never been in poli- 
tics, had never wanted to become in- 
volved in all of its petty animosities. 
Still they insisted, and finally he 
agreed to run. 

In April, 1922, Krubaech appeared 
on the county board as the representa- 
tive of Blue Lake and he soon won 
the respect of his fellow members, 
though he seldom had much to say 
at the meetings.

that has been sitting at the 
bar of justice in middle Georgia for 
exactly sixty-five years. And when 
the presiding judge of the Spalding 
superior court had organized his court 
and started calling the divorce docket 
he called: “Jones against Jones, T. 
W. Thurman for the plaintiff.” 
‘ Thomas W, Thurman rose from his 
seat and attended to the case before 
“the court; Thomas W. Thurman, the 
oldest practicing attorney in Georgia, 
if not in the entire country. This ven- 
erable barrister has been before the 
bar of justice for sixty-five years, as 
he was admitted to practice law, by the 
state of Mississippi on March 7, 1861. 
Thomas W. Thurman was born in 
Butts county, Georgia, 87 years ago, 
but you would never surmise he had 
seen so many winters come and pass 
from. looking at him. His face, of 
course, is wrinkled and he walks with 
crutches, but despite his age he is well 
preserved; he is active; and his mind 
is as clear as the air on a crisp win- 


» ter’s morning. Never a térm.of court 


in Spalding but ‘Colonel Thurman” 
is at the bar; sometimes he has a case 
to be tried and sometimes not, but he 
is always at one of the long tables 
within the bar reserved for the law- 
yers, 

Tom Thurman, a boy of five or six 
years of age, left his home in Buits 
county, Georgia, and went to Decatur, 
Mississippi, on a visit. He was visit-

made his home. He grew up, as boys 
do, and finally he entered the law of- 
fice of Judge J. F. N. Huddleston.

ready for his examination. The bar 
examination in those days was vastly 
different from the present day exam-. 

The student then merely 
went before the superior court judge 
and was asked a few questions., There 
was no written examination; there 
was no Commission of bar examiners; 
there were none who failed fo pass 
the examination. It was on March 7,

licensed to ‘“‘plead and implead.” 
Served in Civil War. ; 

The Civil war soon interrupted the 
legal career of Georgia’s oldest attor- 
ney. He left the office of his friend, | 
Judge Huddleston, and joined Com-~ 
pany D, of the Thirteenth Mississippi 
regiment as a private. He left Mis- 
Sissippi with Company D on May 12, 
1861. 

He remained with the “Thirteenth 
Mississippi’ until at the battle of 
Fredericksburg, on December 11, 
1862, he was badly wounded in the 
leg. He was captured by the Union 
forces, carried across the river and to 
Washington, where on December 25,

1862, his leg was taken off. At the 


time of his capture the boy who had 
entered Company D as a private, was 
in command of that same company, 
holding a commission. from General 


Lee as a captain in the Confederate 
army. 


In May, 1863, he was involyed in 
an exchange of prisoners; he returned 
to his old home at Jackson, Georgia, 
and in October, .1863, was admitted 
to practice law in this state by Judge 
A. M. Speer. In January of 1866 he 
opened an office with John |. Hall, 
later a famous Georgia jurist. ‘‘Colo- 
nel Thurman” when asked to tell of 


some of the.interesting episodes of his 


earlier days, laughed and said: “‘There 
were none—just hard times.” He 
does remember, however, the serious 
drought of the early eighties, more 
Serious, he says, than the drought of 
last year. 

In the eighties, all flour was ground 
in local mills, operated by water 
power. Roaches mill on the Ocumul- 
gee, in Jasper county, was a mill of 
this type. It had a large old-fashion- 
ed water wheel and the grain was 
ground between two large stones. 
This. mill, Roaches mill, was one of 
the few mills of the state that was 
not forced to shut down during. that 
drought, says “Colonel Thurman.” 
People came to Roaches mill from 
dozens of the surrounding counties. to 
have their grain made-into flour and 
finally it was necessary to limit each 
family to two bushels in order to care 
for all who came. Hundreds of teams 
would be in line awaiting their time 
at the mill, continued the colonel. 

Divorces Unnecessary. 


When asked for his opinion on the 
present day divorce®practice in our 
courts, he said: ‘‘l have obtained hun- 
dreds of divorces during my years as 
an attorney, but not a single one was 
necessary. All were caused by just 
some foolish little quarrel. Divorces 
are seldom necessary.” 

“Colonel Thurman” was one of the 
best criminal lawyers this state has 
ever had. Justice Simmons, of the 
state supreme court, once said that T. 
W. Thurman had reversed more crime 
inal cases than any other lawyer in 
the state. 

He had a keen insight into human 
nature. He would study the witness on 
the stand until he had found a method 
to draw from him the facts as he wish- 
ed to present them to the jury. Heé 
would make a number of foolish mo- 
tions which the judge would promptly 
overrule. Then, quickly, he would 
make a motion of merit, which would 
also be overruled. Then, if his client 


was convicted, he had his grounds for 
reversal.

attorney lives quietly in his home at.
